FROM MORGAN’S RAID. 


He is Overtaken and 
Routed. 


2,500 OF HIS FORCE TAKEN 
PRISONERS. 
Morgan Himself Believed 
Captured. 


[Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune.)

The following are the latest particulars of 
the Morgan reid. Itis now definitely ascer- 
teined that in the fight yesterday forenoon at 
BafSington, Morgan lost all. his cannon, wiih 
over 700 prisoners, a large. ruc.ber of horses, 
with their entiro equipments, and a large 
quantity of pistols, revolvers, carbines &c.

The citizens, with much reluctance, com-

They were filled to their utmost capacity, 
and were moving for the Virginia shore, 
which was nearly reached, when s gunboat 
sppeared in sight, but two late to prevent the 
rebels from crossing. 

The boats were, however, destroyed, and a 
shel’ing of the rebels who had crossed was 
commenced and continued with fatal effect in 
several cases, . 

A second gunboat made Its appearance, and 
was soon engaged in shelling the rebel force 
remaining on the Oblo side, which compelled 
the enemy to fall back. He then formed line 
of battle, as ifanticipsting an attack from the 
forces which he supposed would be landed 


Indeed, our men were preparing for such a 
measure, when it became unmecessary by the 
appearance of Col. Wallace, with a large 
force, fromZParkersburg.
